Margaret  Garvey,  assisted  by  Vice  President  Ed  Avery,  Secretary  Joan  Whitte- 
more, and  Treasurer  Raelene  Carey  with  Miss  Donley  as  Faculty  Adviser,  spent 
most  of  its  time  working  on  student  suggestions  and  school  problems.  For  the  first 
time  in  many  years  the  school,  acting  through  the  Student  Council,  did  not  support 
a foster  child  but  they  plan  to  adopt  a new  foster  child  next  year  and  raise  the  money 
at  the  home  football  games  to  support  her. 

Also  for  the  first  time  the  annual  convention  of  the  Western  Massachusetts  Associ- 
ation of  Student  Councils  was  held  in  Amherst  and  was  a great  success.  Another 
first  was  the  amendment  to  the  new  constitution  increasing  the  number  of  repre- 
sentatives. Under  this  amendment  home-rooms  with  fifteen  to  thirty-three  pupils 
will  have  two  representatives,  rooms  with  thirty-three  to  forty-five  pupils^  will  have 
three,  and  rooms  with  more  than  forty-five  pupils  will  have  four  representatives. 
With  such  a council  as  this  on  the  job  students  of  Amherst  High  need  not  fear  that 
their  rights  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  will  be  endangered.
